Nine types of orchard heaters 
have been declared illegal by the 
county board of supervisors. 

The heaters were outlawed un- 
der the existing county ordinance 
regulating smudge pots. To add 
strength to its action, the board 
declared the heaters will also be 
declared illegal “in either an air 
pollution control district or under 
a broadened control ordinance,” 
whichever type of legislation is 
subsequantly enacted. 

The following heaters were de- 
clared illegal by the board Tues- 
day: garbage pail, Smith Evans, 
Citrus with Alson stack, Canco 
five-gallon, Dunn, Hamilton bread 
pan, Wheeling, Canco three-gallon 
and Chinn, These are the same 
heaters declared illegal in Los 
Angeles county by the Los An- 
gelcs air pollution control dis- 
trict. 

MASON’S ACTION 

The resolution, moved by Sup- 
ervisor Will D. Mason, Upland, 
and passed unanimously, also pro- 
hibits open fires and the use of 
rubber products in connection with 
orchard firing.

GOOD YEAR AHEAD 


The optimism voiced by Bank of America’s president, L. 
M. Giannini, on economic conditions for the coming year is 
a welcome reassurance to all that 1950 should compare favor- 
ably with the year that just closed.

ORDINARY FAN USED 

He does that with an ordi- 
nary 8-inch household fan -for 
each tree. 

“Before a frost sets in,” Did- 
jer said, “the earth is much 
warmer than frost level.” 

He estimated the earth tem- 
perature in @ grove about to 
‘be hit by frost as probably 38 
to 40 degrees. 

He said that when a frost 
sets in, the coldest portion of 
the grove is within 6 inches of 
the ground. And from there up 
to about 3 feet there isn’t much 
difference.

“There are 57 canneries listed in 
Florida, putting out some 28 mil- 
lion gallons of frozen concentrate 
this year, states Prier, “which will 
make the entire output of juices 
in all forms from California look 
like 30. cents.” 

HIGH PRODUCTION 


He pointed out that one of these 
canners alone can put up two 
thousand gallons of frozen concen- 
trates per hour, using 110,000 box- 
es of 90 pounds per day and con- 
trols the output of some 30,000 
acres. 


Prizer revealed that Florida 
growers enjay a much lower pro- 
duction cost than California ci- 
trus growers. Their labor is cheap- 
er and grove care less expensive. 
Prizer talked to one grower who 
said his taxes were $14 per acre 
per year. “Contrast that with $35 
to $50 we pay in Orange county,” 
concluded Prizer. 

Because of these lower costs, 
Florida growers can produce or- 
anges at an average of 54 cents 
for a 90-pound box.

2 degrees, to 25. (He explained 
that the frost was only of short 
duration and only affected seri- 
ously the two acres.) 

However, the tree tempera- 
tures where he used his two 
household fans was up to 28 
degrees—a 5-degree rise from 
use of the fans.

“The air billows out from be- 
low the tree and escapes up- 
ward around the tree like an in- 
verted tent,” he said. 

He said the effect was that 
the ground “crust” of cold air 
is broken, allowing the earth’s 
heat to rise. 

Didier showed the trees where 
he had used the fans. Both are 
lemon trees in an orchard about 
half lemons and half navel 
oranges. 

His two lemon trees, which 
had had the benefit of the fans, 
were virtually untouched. One 
had one branch where frost 
“burn” had killed the leaves and 
buds. 

Orange trees adjacent, which 
had had the benefit of the oil- 
burning’ orchard heaters, were 
badly hit. Sizeable masses of 
buds and foliage had “burned.” 

And oranges can withstand 
two degrees more frost than 
lemons. 

Didier now is equipping 20 
trees with the fans, and has an 
order in for an additional 150 
fans.
